3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention now includes a step, step (4), in which the DNA probes are contacted in 
subcells with a solution which can freely move, and then the excess amount is removed 
so that the solution can no longer freely move, FOLLOWED by the elongation step in 
the subcells. While Ahmadian teaches steps (1), (2), (5) and (6) and while step (3) is 
notoriously well known in the prior art, there is no prior art of record which suggests step 
(4), particularly prior to the elongation step. Therefore, the claimed invention is novel 
and unobvious over the cited prior art.
